War ll Crop of 
Youngsters Boost 
Teacher Shortage 


One of the unforeseen conse­ 
quences of the last World W ar is 
that it produced an unprecedented 
crop of youngsters in the United 
States at the very time when, from 
the standpoint of education, it is 
most difficult to cart* for them. 
This is one of the explanations 
given by Earl ll. Hanson, superin­ 
tendent of schools of Rock Island, 
111., for part of the growing short­ 
age of teachers. 
Hanson is chair­ 
man of the public relations com­ 
mittee of the Illinois Education As­ 
sociation. 
“The smallest generation is the 
generation of the depression—the 
one graduating from college now. 
The largest generation the country 
has ever had is the one now enter­ 
ing first, second and third grades,’’ 
he points out. 
“Obviously, the smallest genera­ 
tion must provide teachers for the 
largest generation,” he said in an 
address in his community recently. 
Though births in Illinois declin­ 
ed steadily from 1925 1933, they 
rose slowly until 1945 when they

“ d their log cabin schools by call 
mg the able men of the communi 
tv to help roll the logs and donate 
the services of their hands,” he 
ay:

boards study the legal and tcehnmal

Seven Rules 
For Children's 
Shoe Comfort 


IT ’S EASY TO TEL L whether 
Jun io r's or S ister’s new 
suit or 
dress fits, but most parents find 
it 
hard 
to know 
whether their 
yo un gsters’ shoes bt properly. 
Since poorly fitting shoes can 
play hob with young feet, foot doc­ 
tors recom m end that you do the 
following when you get around to 
buying those back to-scbool shoes: 
1 H ave the 
c h il d' s feet m eas 
ured while he is standing 
2 Shoes should be oiu half inch 
longer than the longest toe 
3. The widest part of the shoe 
should come at 
the widest p art 
of the foot. The correct width shoe 
allows for 
a 
slight pinch up of 
leather over the top of the shoe 
n e ar the widest part just below 
the laces. 
4. Heels should be snug fitting. 
The child should wear shoes with 
little or no outside heels until the 
age of seven 
5. Check the suppleness of the 
shoe 
M ake sure that both uppers 
and soles 
are 
made of genuine 
leather, which doctors say provides 
the m axim um amount of binding 
for 
growing 
feet. 
Iii addition, 
leath er 
breathes, 
allowing foot 
m oisture to be evaporated from 
active young feet 
6. Alw ay s tr> both sh o e s on your 
yo un gster to cheek points in fitting 
7 Test 
the inside of the shoe
